FINISH NOSES APART AGAIN. 

THORNTON RENEWAL IS VIRTUALLY A 
REPETITION OF THE ORIGINAL. 

Los Angeleno Sets a New California Race 
Record for Four Miles — Contest One 
Long to Be Remembered. 



Oakland, Cal.. -Vpril 13. — Los .Vngeleiio eanio 
right haek after ids 'Fhornton Stakes vb-tory of 
Mareli 16. whhdi was run in a heav.v rain and over 
II muddy traek. and won tmlay’s eonsidation affair, 
the 'Fhornton Rimewal at the same distance and 
under fair weather conditions and a fast traek 
smashed tlie California four-mile race record by. 
two-fifths of a second. 

The race was nnhpie in the annals of foiir-nille 
races in that the entire field tiMik close order /roiii 
the start and maintained it for thr<*e miles and a 
half, where Los Angeleno and Mamie -Vlgol drew out 
and engaged in a terrific and spectacular closing 
struggle in which the former gained the verdict 
by a nose just as lie did in the previous contest, 
niaking two of the closest finishes^ hetwe<*ii the same 
hors«*s on record. 

'Fhe vast throng of .spectators who were fortunate 
enough to Ik* present and see the running of tliis 
reinarkahle race, siiowcd their appreciation by au 
nnparalleleii denionstration of apidause. The aged 
Rey el Santa Anita gelding liad devt*loiK*d a pro- 
noniiced soreness during his preparation for ttalay’s 
big event and it was not until after re<*elving a 
favorable veterinary report as to his condition that 
the stewards finall.v consented to allow him to start. 

'Fin* sinister riintors afloat affected the market and 
the mlds against Los .Vngeleiio ooninieiieed to soar 
upwards from tin* nionient they were posted in the 
ring. 'Fhe unsus|>ecting public, nothing loath at 
getting siieh a lucrative price against their long 
dislamv idol, backed him with avidity and in con- 
sequence tlie layers li>st hi*avily on tin* race. As 
in their last meeting, Mamie Algol was again con- 
sidereil unlucky to have lost. 'Fhe owner of tlie 
mare, who was slati"in*<l in the infield, made the 
mistake of signaling his jockey to press the pace 
almost from the start. At the end of thri*e and 
tliree-^piarter miles of paeeniaking.

*'WHIi the Fiiited limits, in tlie Fniteil States, 
eiuleavorlug to pruuiote iutvi’est in tin* liigher tyiK*s 
of BteeplechuHiiig uinl eross country Imnter racing, 
it is distinctly disapiKHiutiiig to find races of this 
type, so generously scheduled at Bennings, practical 
and total failures, says Sports of the Times. “There 
was a time when the ‘gentleineii riders* of the 
metro|>o1is were aeknow’leilged to hold their own 
against ilie average professional. The conqietition 
was very strong between them, and from that 
ratlier full grow’ii uur.sery came several of tlie promi- 
nent owners of today, their love for the g<H>d, 
luaiil.v sport enduring and floiirisliing. past ytsing 
nianhomi Into middle age, wlien riding lH*came 
merely a pleasant reminiscence. It was with tliis 
state of things in mind that the various associations 
I’Htered strongly to the ‘gentlemen rider’ phase, 
niueh more generously he it italieized. tlian sur- 
ronndings w’arranted as a business pnq>osition. It 
was lioped the yoting men of means w’ould secure 
liorses, would enter, and W’tmld individually ride, 
lH*fore the .so<inl crowd whieh always, without ex- 
ivption, lo.vally attemls to wdtness these races. 

■•Here, it was not supp«K<ed tliat tin* im*re winning 
was the only goal in sight. Tliere was tlie esprit 
de corps wlileh slioiild make a well lille<l field, a 
giHMl showing as iiiiieli a matter of collective pride 
as the winning from siicli a field sliould a matter 
of Individual personal pride. Tliis spirit of giMwl 
fellowship seems to liave fallen liy tlie wayside. If 
a man cannot wiu, or least think he <‘an. lie will 
not start. He eares nothing f«»r tlie oltject in view. 
In brief, lie is a tin sisirlsuinn, of wnlely differing 
lilire to tlie rightly called ‘gentleniuti riiler’ of a 
eonple deeades ago. .\pparentl.v llie hlgli elass of 
steepleeliasing of ttie future iiniy as well lie left to 
chance. It seems little use to try ami train tlie 
ymiiig idea to .slioot eorrcidly, later on. Tlie uni- 
versal and <-orriMling sellisliness of ilie prest^nt ila.v 
has set its tiraml on the imshMU ‘gentleman rider,’ 
and it niiglit lie well for tlie various asso<dations to 
grasp this fact w’iliiout delay, and replace tlie .so- 
ciety events with races wlihli will at least give an 
acceptaide i*ontest on a Inindieap basis, ami not a 
series of 1-10, three horse, two stalde. fields, made 
all tlie iimre ridiculously conspicuous l»y ticing in

I’lay a $h»o flat liet on everything, from 1 to in to 
4 to 1, tliat is a favorite, and on llie 4Uie tliousaiid 
raees or so of tlie metropolitan tra<*ks Adiat is tlie 
result One thousand races; Won 4*<b440, lost 
-won .$1,440 net. Send along the $.".000. Oh, in- 
d^ad. it is to laugh, it is the man who is weak, 
not the metlHNl. ’I’here is not a known melliml 
w’hicli profK*rly liamlleil on a flat l»et will not win 
a fair liusiuess lU’idit on tlie maximum risk. 

“There is ind a fortune to lie made, but. taking 
that $."»,000 lost wagers and placing unotlier $ir»,(MM) 
ill band for tlie ’liacklMiiie* and confidein’e. there 
is seven i>er «*eiit. profit on tlie total capital, in tlie 
perioil from April 15 to NovcuiIm*!* 1.'». Go throngii 
tin* year’s favorites and see how iiindi of $.‘.,00n 
lost was ‘in the ring’ at one time. Now’ — .suppose 
instead of a flat Ik*! tliere was used a \veekl.v jier- 
leiitage advam-e, requiring no more capital in ex- 
ia*rt liaiids, and that $1,440 profit fisits up to iiearl.v 

(Mill, or about fifteen i»er cent, tai the $20, Don 
‘liaiklMjiie.’ Yet tliis is one of file most inadequate 
forms of raeiiig speculation, ami therefore cliosen 
as an example.
